Distributing Irrigation Costs 


Before all idea of construction of major irrigation projects in Western 
Canada as State enterprises is abandoned on the ground that such schemes 
are not economically feasible, more serious consideration might well be 
given to the question of the extent to which such projects: should be ex- 
pected to be self-sustaining per se. . ath 

That the economic angle, as well as the question of the engineering 
“feasibility of larger irrigation schemes in the west, should be the subject 
of careful and impartial inquiry, has previously been hinted in this column, 
and it is a hopeful sign that support for such suggestions is now forthcom- 
ing from some of the influential press in Eastern Canada; at least some 
of the more important Eastern journals are giving some space to this 
aspect of the problem. ;

Other Beneficiaries : 


Provided irrigation projects can be shown to be an engineering .feasi- 
bility it does not necessarily follow that they should be condemned because 
‘they cannot stand on their own feet financially, as there are beneficiaries, 
other than the owners or occupants of irrigated lands; who do not contri- 
bute to these projects when costs are assessed solely against the benefitted 
lands. : 

For instance, it must bé admitted by fair minded students of the sub- 
ject that irrigation projects, ensuring as they do.a regular continuity of 
agricultural production and revenue, invariably bring in their train new 
or enlarged villages ‘and towns with their attendant industrial and com- 
mercial payrolls and, businesses, which contribute nothing towards the cost 
of the irrigation schemeg which have made them possible and insure their 
prosperity. © ; MES

More Beneficiaries Created 


Businesses thus augmented, in addition to the newly created agricul- 
tural production, in their turn provide more business for other industries 
more geographically remote and for the transportation companies, the lat- 
ter both incoming and outgoing, but these industries and carriers contribute 
nothing towards the irrigation projects which make such increased busi- 
ness possible, unless they happen to own some of the land’ directly benefitted. 

- Then, too, there are others who henefit from irrigation projects, though 

“. mot called upon to contribute towards the cost. ‘These are the proprietors 

* of businesses arising from and dependent upon the produce of the irrigated 
lands, and their employees—ordinarily referred to as secondary business. 

Thus, it can be demonstrated without fear of contradiction that irriga- 
tion projects are of national benefit and while the monetary benefit to these 
secondary beneficiaries may not be exactly computable it is quite evident 
that their returns therefrom represent a very substantial percentage of the 

, original cost. For this reason at least a part of the cost, if not all of it, 
should be a charge against the country as a whole. \* 
* * oe * 
An Emergency Expenditure 

A good argument could also be made of the contention that an addi- 
tional portion of the cost of such schemes, under emergent conditions which 
the west has faced during the past few years, should be a care of the 
national treasury on the basis of unemployment works programs. With a 
substantial percentage of the cost borne by the nation on these two grounds, 
it is quite conceivable that schemes which would be considered uneconomical 
if the entire cost were levied against the benefitted lands, could quite easily 
be financially self-supporting. . ; ayer 

This viewpoint was well set forth in an article on “The Possibilities in 
Western Irrigation” by Harold E. Crowle in a recent issue of the Toronto 
Saturday Night when he pointed out that: “It is now generally recognized 
in the United States that irrigation systems should never be called upon to 
repay back directly much of the capital cost of these undertakings. 

“It is. abundantly clear that the nation as a whole,” he continued, “de- 
rives so many real and valuable advantages and benefits as a consequence 
of the construction of these projects and the settling up of the lands to be 
irrigated, that it can well afford to assume the greater part or the whole 
of the cost of their construction.” Sah

Vernon Bartlett, in World Review, 
London, says: In the last three years 
we have heard so much of the hor- 
rors of war in Abyssinia, Spain and 
China that many of us take it for 
granted our own country must sooner 
or later be involved in similar mis- 
eries.

“Average Canadian Lives 


Study Of Mortality Shows Canadians 
Rank High In Longevity 

Investigations into longevity tend 
to reinforce the Biblical dictum that 
tha span of life is three score years 
and 10, the Dominion bureau of 
statistics announced as official life 
tables for the general population of 
Canada were issued for the first 
time, ‘ 

“It seems that to-day, in Canada 
particularly, there are far more peo- 
‘| ple attaining the allotted span than 
ever before in history, but there are 
not appreciably. more centenarians 
than there were 100 years ago,” the 
bureau said. 
tality at younger ages is a token of 
the vastly smaller amount of illness 
among young peopie to-day.” ° 

Based on the 1931 census, which 
was the first to compare deaths with 
the living population in order that 
probabilities of dying could be reck- 
oned, the survey showed that the 
Canadjan boy of' five can look for- 
ward to 62.30 years of life. An Eng- 
lish boy has only 60.00 years’ and 
the American boy 59.38 years. 

Study of mortality in 15 countries, 
‘Shows that. only two have a lower 
male mortality from ages of 25 to 
45 than Canada, these being Den- 
mark and Holland.

Ever since 1919 
Germany’s leaders have. protested 
the untrith of the admission which 
the Allies wrung from her envoys at 
Versailles. Historians. have greatly 
modified the simplicity of the early 
judgments. Much of the basic blame 
has been shifted in the eyes of the 
impartial authorities to the system 
of nationhood that was pre-war 
Europe. How much of the more im- 
mediate guilt remained? Only the 
soul of the German people as reveal- 
ed through later. actions could give 
the final answer. Such was the grow- 
ing conviction of mbre genero 
times. ; 

Hence the sinking of the heart 
which will overwhelm every friend 
of Germany in the present hour. 
True, an entire people cannot be held 
responsible for the deeds of a dic- 
tator. Yet, plainly. enough, Hitler 
has marched to his present triumph 
by and wtih the consent of the great 
mass of the German people. 
brutality of this latest gesture to- 
ward a peaceful nation is but the 
inevitable sequel of a long chain of 
acquieseence in earlier savageries. 

The mind goes back to the glories 
that have marked the advance :.of 
German civilization. Once again it 
is staggered by an incredible rever- 
sion to. barbarity. What the world 
feared and for a time believed after 
1914 returns to view like some mon- 
ster of the deep that had become al- 
most an old wives’ tale. No alien 
critic could do this. No ‘enemy; 
however ingenious or malevolent, 
could’ work the harm to the German 
name which ruthless leaders have 
how once more accomplished by the. 
rape of a peaceful and inoffensive 
neighbor.—_New York Herald Tri- 
bune.

London.—In both houses of parlia- 
ment the government Jaid down the 
broad lines of its foreign policy. 

Amid government cheers, the 
policy was upheld on a show of hands 
in the House of Commons, hsdpa 
formal division. 

It is a poliey of ‘ponsitbaxeention 
in Spain, a policy which declined. to 
give a prior guarantee to go to war 
in defence of. the independence . of 
Czechoslovakia, 

But while in the House of Com; 
mons Prime Minister Chamberlain 
declined to give such a guarantee, 
he added words of deep significance 
which went far to meet critics 
among.his own followers: 

The words were: | q 

“While plainly stdtime ° this *io- 
cision I would add this: Where peace 
and war are concerned legal obliga- 
tions are not involved and if war 
were to break. out it would be un- 
likely to bé confined to- those who 
have assumed such obligations. 

“It would be quite impossible to 
say where it would end and what 
governments might become involved. 
The inexorable pressure of facts 
might well prove more powerful than 
formal pronouncements. In that 
event it would’ be well within the 
bounds of probability that other 
countries besides those which were 
parties to the original dispute would 
almost immediately be involved. 

“This is especially true in the case 
of two countries like Britain and 
France with long associations of 
friendship and with interests closely 
interwoven and devoted to the same 
ideals of democratic liberty and de- 
tern-ined to uphold them.’ 

Winston Churchill, » Conservative, 
who had pressed for a definite stand 
by Britain against dictators in re- 
gard to Czechoslovakia, saw in Mr. 
Chamberlain's words ‘a considerable 
advance and a commitment. Yet, 
Mr. Churchill urged, would it not be 
still better to take .a bolder course. 

“We are not taking the fullest 
step to prevent certain events occur- 
ring but we are liable to suffer if 
they do occur,” he said. “We are 
liable not only to be drawn in late 
in the day, but in unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, It is worthy of con- 
sideration whether... having gained SO 
much, a bold course vans not be 
gON OTS earns 

Mr. Churchill did’ not iigabat a 
permanent nor automatic pledge to 
Czechoslovakia but a declaration that 
if Germany marched .on Czechoslo- 
vakia, without even waiting for ex- 
amination into the position of the 
German minority there by an impar- 
tial tribunal, then in that. emergency 
Britain will feel bound to act with 
France in resisting Germany's ag- 
gression. 

Labor and Liberals alike strongly 
attacked Mr, Chamberlain’s speech. 

“We believe,” declared Clement 
Attlee, Labor leader, “there is noth- 
fmg so dangerous at present as a 
policy of weakness, drift and uncer- 
‘tainty. 

“J do not think the prime minister 
has given any certainty to this coun- 
try of any appearance of strength.” 

The prime minister's policy in 
effect meant isolation, in which there 
was no security. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, Liberal, was 
both disappointed and surprised by 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech. Vague- 
ness and irresolution was its prin- 
cipal vice, he said. 

“One indispensable, way of davert- 
. ing war,” he asserted, ‘is to make 
it ‘clear ‘beforehand to Chancellor 
Hitler that if, in our opinion, Czecho- 
slovakia is the victim of unprovoked 
aggression—we must retain, our free- 
dom of judgment whether that ag- 
gression is unprovoked — and if 
France fulfils her pledges to Czecho- 
slovakia, as she undoubtedly would, 
we shall hold ourselves bound to 
support France.” 

Viscount Halifax, foreign secretary, 
repeated to the house of lords Mr. 
-Chamberlain’s statement, one of the 
most important declarations by a 
prime minister since the Great War, 

Purely European in scepe, the 
declaration avoided mention of the 
Orient.

Agreed Freight Rates 


To Give Railways A Weapon Against 
Truck Competition. 

Ottawa.—Agreed freight rates will 
give the railways a weapon against 
‘truck competition without injuring 
general business, Hon. C. D. Howe, 
minister. of transport, told the House 
of Commons, 

The house gave second reading to 
the government. bill to establish a 
transport commission with regula- 
tory powers -over- railways, inland 
shipping and air traffic. The bill was 
sent to the house railway committee 
which will: hear representations fOr 
and against it. 

Agreed rates, as set out. inthe 
bill, would be a new transportation 
feature for the American continent. 
lhe minister believed there were 
ample safeguards against the misuse, 
including the stipulation theré could 
be no discrimination between large 
and small shippers. 

The agreed charges section. of the 
bill says that “a carrier may make 
| such charge or charges for the trans- 
“port of goods of any shipper or for 
| the transport of any part of his 
goods as may be agreed between the 
carrier and the ‘shipper. "The agreed 
charge must be approved by the 
board of transport commissioners,

B. C. PROTESTS 
WIDER POWERS 
FOR DOMINION 


Victoria. —- The British ‘Columbia 
government declared itself firm 
against any. attempted use of Do- 
minion power to implement interna- 
tional treaties as an indirect means 
of acquiring jurisdictions otherwise 
under control of the provinces. 

Adopting the position taken by 
Lord Aiken in the privy council 
judgments throwing out Dominion 
wages-and-hours legislation last year, 
the: government held that in case of 
treaties where local or private mat- 
ters were dealt with, Canada as a 
nation had jurisdiction to implement 
them by “joint action of the prov- 
inces.” In all other cases the Do- 
minion parliament had full power to 


‘implement treaties, 


“The field. in. which the nation 
needs to make treaties in relation to 
matters of a local and private nature 
and in’ which some provifices refuse 
to co operate is.the only one in which 
any problem arises,’ Premier .T.: D. 
Pritullo told the Rowell commission. 

‘This field is a limited one. It is 
felt that to give this wer un- 
on as was 
done under section 132 of the B.N.A. 
Act when treaties were made other- 
wise than by His Majesty on the ad- 
vice of his Canadian minister, is not 
wise.” Rae 

When the imperial government 
negotiated the treaties affecting Can- 
ada there was no temptation to make 
a treaty for the purpose of confer- 
ring jurisdiction on the Dominion 
parliament, he said. 

“When the Dominion implements 
a treaty in respect of matters over 
which the province has jurisdiction, 
the treaty is made by a competing 
jurisdiction and there is a tempta- 
tion to negotiate the treaty with the 
purpose of acquiring jurisdiction,” 
the premier said. “The recent labor 
conventions are not free from the 
suspicion that jurisdiction. and not 
the conventions, was the. moving con- 
sideration,” 

Premier Pattullo placed: before the 
commission the government’s answers 
to 22 written questions Commission 
Counsel J. M. Stewart. had submitted 
at the close of the government’s 
main presentation. 

The questions, covered in discus- 
sion and in the submissions at hear- 
ings in other provinces, dealt with 
basic phases, of Domjnion-provincial 
relations.

CANADA A DEF ENCE 


Ottawe.—A long- e armament 
policy has been perfected to - pre- 
serve Canadian neutrality and defend 
Canadian coastlines, ports, terminals 
and trade routes from ‘aggressors, 
Hon, Ian Mackenzie, minister of de- 
fence, told the House of Commons. 


The annual debate on defence . 
policies opened when the first item . 


in the $34,000,000 armament appro- 
priation was reviewed in the House 
of Commons, It represerited a de- 
Crease of $2,000,000 from last year. 

Canada, the defence minister em- 
phasized, has.given no commitments 
to other nations regarding war. The 
money being voted was for defence 
of Canadian territory and Canadian 


_| Waters, particularly on the Pacific 


coast, which was considered the most 
vulnerable spot, 

“Let me say dt once,” he con- 
tinued, “the purpose of these esti- 
niates is to continue work that was 
commenced last year within the 
same defined limitations announced 
to this house a year ago. In the first 
place, for the preservation of Cana- 
dian neutrality; in the second, for the 
defence of our Canadian coast line, 
the defence of our ports and 
terminals and the defence of the 
focal areas of our trade routes in 
case of necessity. 

“A certain amount of priority has 
been. established after deliberation; 
first for ‘the air services; secondly, 
for naval defence and thirdly, in re- 
gard to the repairing of deficiencies 
in equipment of -militia services, 
permanent and non-permanent. 

“During the coming year it is pro- 
posed to acquire two new destroyers, 
75 new aircraft, 55 for the perma- 
nent forces and 20 for the non- 


permanent; additional weapons and . 


munitions and other equipment for 
all three services. It is proposed to 
increase the training of the militia 
services and to construct the second 
stage of the fortification works on 


the Pacific coast, the first stage hav- — 


ing been authorized in parliament a 
year ago.” . 

The two destroyers, 
chased from the British admiralty 
will cost $1,938,000, making six in 
all. Four of them will be placed on 


the Pacific coast and two on the 


Atlantic. u 
The defence department has laid 
the groundwork for a  fishermen’s 
naval reserve on the Pacific coast 
and it will be extended to the Atlan- 


‘tic later. 


The money being voted will give 
Canada 10 air squadrons in the per- 
manent militia and 12-in the non- 
permanent although they will not be 


fully manned or equipped, Work will _ 
be carried out this year’on ‘develop- © 


ment of aerodromes and bases at 
Aliford bay, Queen Charlotte islands, 
Patricia bay and Prince Rupert on 


the Pacific and at Dartmouth, Yar-° 


mouth, Truro and Sydney, on the At- 
lantic. The new magazine in the in- 
terior of British Columbia will be 
completed and one near the Atlantic 
started. 

“A well equipped and. efficient air 
force is, in.my opinion, of primary 
importance for the protection - of 
Canadian territory and waters,” Mr. 
Mackenzie continued,. ‘‘and in view 
of the rapidly increasing perform- 
ance of. modern aircraft the possi- 
bility of attack by such means is to- 
day a probability.” 

“Under direction of the master 
general of the ordnance and with 
the co-operation of the navy, army 
and air force supply. committee, a 
survey has been made of certain in- 
dustrial undertakings in Canada with 
reference to their capacity for manu- 
facturing requirements of the de- 
partment; they have surveyed over 
700 firms in the Dominion of Canada 
and very soon, I believe, that work 
will’ be practically finished and a 
complete classification will be made 
in the department, 

“With regard to the adequacy of 
the estimates,” Mr, Mackenzie con- 
tinued, ‘may I say they are care- 
fully prepared to meet the situations 
supposed to be those with which we 
might be confronted. In regard to

Ottawa Man Has Shamrock Handed

To-day we find the deplorable con- 
dition of many rural teachers being 
paid less than what girls receive for 
factory work. When it is considered 
that young men and young women 
have to make a sizable cash outlay 
and spend from five to six years after 
leaving elementary schools to equip 
themselves. for the teaching  profes- 
sion, it becomes readily apparent 


‘|that they are woefully underpaid 


even though they receiye the $500

In planting shrubbery, a good gen- 
eral ‘rule to follow is to allow about 
half as much space between plants 
as the height of those plants when 
fully grown. This will mean that the 
ordinary Spirea Van Houtei, for in- 
stance, a shrub of about 6-7 feet in 
height at maturity in most parts of 
the Dominion, should have at least 
three feet between it and a neigh- 
bor, The rule holds good: for most 
things from eight feet down to a few 
inches, and it particularly applies to 
planting about foundations, — 

Very ‘oftén ‘shriibbéery is placed 
much too close to the house wall or 
fence with the result that the ‘full 
beautiful symmetry of the bush is 
not attained. The rule about spacing 
does not hold good for large trees, 
however, which can be placed much 
closer together for clump or back- 
ground effect’ but must not be per-

Leaf lettuce, radish, spinach and 
the first of the garden peas will be 
among the earliest vegetables sown. 
These may be planted as soon as the 
ground is fit to work. All of the 
first named seeds should be sown at 
least three times at intervals of ten 
days so that there will be succession 
of: vegetables. The second group to 
go in will be carrots, beets, onions, 
potatoes, etc., which can stand a lit- 
tle frost, and then beans, corn and 
tomato, cabbage and _ caulifiower 
plants, etc., which kill with frost, and 
finally those hot weather vegetables 
like lima beans, squash well started, 
egg and pepper plants, cucumbers, 
melons and similar things. All gar- 
den rulés, it should be remembered, 
however, are only approximate, and 
should be varied a little to suit the 
local climate and individual prefer- 
ence. : : 

Most gardeners order considerably 
more seed than is necessary to fill 
garden, After any 
“misses” have been filled, garden 
authorities advise sowing the _ re- 
mainder in rows at the back for cut- 
ting, where any type of flower may 
be planted in the row.

Sunday Trading Restrictions : 


English Social And. Religious Forces 
Win Preliminary Victory: 
Social and religious forces in Eng- 
land are now combining to increase 
again the observance of Sunday, in 
the traditional English manner, as a 
day of rest and worship. A prelimi- 
nary victory in this campaign has 
been won in the passing of the Shops 
(Sunday Trading Restrictions) Act, 
which recently came into full force. 
Until a few weeks ago Sunday 
trading: was carried on in various 
parts of Britain on a considerable 
scale.: Mr, J. R. Leslie, M.P.,. says 
that in certain sections of London 75 
per cent. of the shops were accus- 
tomed to open on the first day of the 
week. In Cardiff more than a thou- 
sand shops, in Swansea more than 
500, and in Glasgow more than 5,600 
opened on Sundays. Sir John Has- 


Tam, M.P., estimates that at the be- 


ginning of 1938 roughly 3,000,000 
people worked in Britain on Sundays. 
The new Act imposes a fine of £5 
for the first offense and £20 for the 
second, but it makes provision for 
many classes of exemption. It is not 
therefore altogether satisfactory 
from the point of view of'a large sec-. 
tion of its supporters; but they wel- 
come it as a step in the right direc- 
tion.—Christian Science Monitor.

Device Will Trap Intruders

Drivers in this classification, on a 
per capita basis, kill more than three 
times. as many .as do middle-aged 
drivers and even more than younger 
motorists. : 

These figures are taken from a 
talk by Dr. ‘Harry M. Johnson, of the 
highway research board of the. Na- 
tional Research Council, as repro- 
duced by Science Digest. “We can 
sum up the whole situation,” he de- 
clares, “by saying the young drivers 
cause twice as many deaths as the 
averagé*’ The middle-aged . drivers 
have the fewest accidents, and the 
fewest deaths on their record as a 
class, The number of deaths ‘caused 
by older drivers—that is, the number 
of deaths per hundred thousand of 
these drivers—is higher than in mid- 
dle age. But not nearly up to the 
high death mark set by the young 
folks behind the wheel.” 

Here is the paradox—and one 
which throws some light on the ques- 
tion of skill and dexterity in hand- 
ling automobiles, ‘In the tests of 
driving skill,” says Mr. Johnson, “the 
young folks make a fine ‘showing. 
They can stop a car quicker, react 
to a danger sign quicker. But it 
doesn’t keep them out of trouble. 
Nobody knows how many accidents 
their. quickness does get them out of. 
Or how much trouble it gets them 
into. .And s0, there’s the paradox I 
mentioned—the most skilful driving 
age is. the most dangerous. But 
why? ‘Inexperience may: play some 
part. It isn’t how well you drive, but 
how good you are at knowing your 
own skill. -It looks as though judg- 
ment and experience play a bigger 
role in safe .driving than youthful
